Record of Worldwide Help 


World University Service, first established in 1920 


to provide aid for students 


in Europe and Asia Minor 


after World War I, has a history of assistance to stu- 
dents throughout the world. 
Scholarships, cash grants and loans have been given 


to individual students, with 
more general help being 
given in the form of health 
centers, tuberculosis sani. 
tarinms, dormitories and 
other housing. 

Aid Refugees 

The organization has been es- 
pecially active in giving aid to 
war refugee students. Refugees 
from China, Korea, India, Paki- 
stan, Algeria and Hungary have 
benefitted from WUS loans and 
scholarships. 

Natural disaster has often 
found WUS assisting in mopping 
up operations. They aided in the 
restoration of Tokyo libraries 
after the 1923 earthquake. More 
recently, they gave flood relief 
to student victims of the 1952 
flood in India, Pakistan and Ja- 
pan. 

Americans too have benefited 
from funds collected by WUS. 
During World War Il American, 
British, Dutch, Yugoslav and Po- 
lish prisoners of war received 
books provided by the student 
service organization.
